Senate votes late into night

WASHINGTON — The Republican-controlled 
Senate appeared on the verge of the biggest tax 
overhaul in three decades, changes that will affect 
most taxpayers, slash rates for businesses and 
strike at the heart of the Affordable Care Act. 

With concessions to holdouts on Friday, Repub- 
licans should have marshaled enough votes to 
pass a nearly $1.5 trillion tax bill overnight and 
bring the GOP its biggest victory in Congress 
since President Donald Trump took office. Demo- 
crats, acknowledging defeat, lost a vote to adjourn 
the Senate until Monday. 

A rancorous debate erupted when Democrats 
objected to receiving the 479-page bill after hours- 
long voting began, claiming they had no time to 
read it. In at least one instance, provisions were 
handwritten in margins, and Democrats said 
lobbyists had seen amendments even before sena- 
tors got them. 

Senate Minority Leader Chuck Schumer, D- 
NY., called the bill “a monstrosity and a danger to 
this country.” 

“Ts this really how Republicans are going to 
rewrite the tax code? Scrawled like something on 
the back of a napkin? Behind closed doors? With 
the help of K Street lobbyists? If that’s not a recipe 
for swindling the middle class and loosening

WASHINGTON — Former 
national security adviser Mi- 
chael Flynn pleaded guilty 
Friday to lying to the FBI about

EDINBURG — Before John Feit was a suspect 
in the killing of a South Texas teacher, he threat- 
ened other young women and exhibited strange 
behavior for a priest, several witnesses testified 
Friday. 

Feit, now 85, is on trial in the 1960 death of 
Irene Garza, a 25-year-old second-grade teacher 
and beauty queen. He’s charged with murder. 

Before the shock of Garza’s death spread 
through the small agricultural community, Feit 
reportedly accosted Beatrice Garcia. 

Garcia, now 77, testified that back in 1960, she 
was walking past Sacred Heart Catholic Church 
in McAllen, when Feit, a 27-year-old priest at the 
church, pulled up next to her in his car. 

“He said, ‘I would love to take a picture of you
